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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 2/26/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The applicant argues that Gelfand teaches timing compressions that 
coincide with the upslope of the T-wave and thus teaches away from Link. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. As shown in the representative ECG below, the ST 
Segment occurs after the QRS complex, but before the upslope of the actual T-wave.

2. Therefore, it would be possible to apply a compression in the time period defined 
by Gelfand without overlapping the T-wave, as taught by Link. Even though the ST 
Segment shown in the ECG included in the applicant's remarks also has an upslope, it 
is still separate from the T-wave, as is known in the art. 

3. The applicant further argues that there is no motivation to combine the teachings 
of Link, which involve inducing ventricular fibrillation in healthy individuals, with the CPR 
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device of Gelfand, which is used on patients that may already be experiencing 
ventricular fibrillation. First off, it is important to note that Gelfand teaches that the 
patients may be experiencing ventricular fibrillation. In other words, they can also be 
experiencing other situations, and in fact, Col. 8, line 62-Col. 9, line 10 disclsoes that 
the CPR system can be used to assist a beating, yet weakened heart. 
4. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, if Link teaches 
that completely healthy individuals are subject to the induction of ventricular fibrillation 
due to a chest compression delivered during the T-wave, then it would be obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art that those with a weakened heart would be just as 
vulnerable - if not more so - to the induction of ventricular fibrillation due to chest 
compressions delivered during a T-wave. Therefore, delivering the compression during 
the ST segment to avoid possibly inducing ventricular fibrillation and putting the patient 
at risk would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Therefore, the 35 USC 103(a) 
rejections are still considered proper.
